by the court action, said its attor- 
neys were "totally unprepared to 
meet the issue at this time." 


Brownell objected to a postpone- 


ment, saying the union has known 
since Jan. 2, when the first injunc- 
tion in the case was issued, that the 
corporation planned such a move.

YOUK MONEY AND YOUR 


UNIVERSITY 


If we examine into the question of 


higher education in Wisconsin, the flood 
of wastage of the people's money and the 
mistaken conception of higher education 
becoming symbolized by a Babylonian 
institution, we are afraid the evidence 
would parallel the Ohio on a rampage. 


Before the legislature of Wisconsin 


makes any appropriation for the univer- 
sity, for which always increased appro- 
priations are demanded, it should very 
definitely uncover its compass and deter- 
mine upon a course for a long time to 
come. 


We never expect to advocate a nig- 


gardly policy in respect to education. We 
want true academic freedom. 
The stuff 


usually talked about these days is pure 
humbug, if there is anything pure about 
a humbug. 


We believe it can be demonstrated to 


the abiding satisfaction of any person in 
this state who does not serve a special in- 
terest or whose coat does not conceal a 
dull axe which he wants to sharpen that 
education with all its splendid and bene- 
ficent results will be brought to the peo- 
ple in better, cleaner and more equitable 
manner if we immediately halt the ex- 
tension of the university that is now so 
big its head has but a slight idea of where 
its tail lies. 


An examination into what has been 


done, the oresult of our blind and stum- 
bling policy which consists practically of 
no policy at all, an understanding of true 
academic freedom which includes the op- 
portunity to get a higher education if fit 
to absorb it, would send us pellmell along 
the pathway of developing the array of 
excellent colleges in 
Wisconsin, 
and 


each ,of which in itself is already an ef- 
ficient institution capable and willing "of 
assuming much more of the burden of 
public education than npw placed upon it. 


Practically all of the colleges in Wis- 


consin originated in early days through 
the support of some religious organization. 
The Church in this step never served any 
better or higher purpose. It spread de- 
cency and enlightenment and one will al- 
ways serve and support the other. 


These colleges were not instituted for 


the purpose of making money. They do 
rot pay out dividends excepting as those 
who attend them and the community in 
general are enriched by their operation. 
No religious dogma stands at the thres- 
hold. In purpose and in classroom they 
are as untainted by any sort of predju- 
dice as any air we can find to breathe. 


It would not be a difficult thing for 


the state to set certain standards or re- 
quirements on the part of these colleges 
in order to receive part of the public in- 
come now devoted to the University that 
their facilities and opportunities might be 
extended in a wider circle. 


Or shall we instead continue to build 


at the University at Madison still further 
acres of buildings, concentrating more 
than 10.000 students at one point, and con- 
tinue to further sprawl a highly ineffi- 
cient unworkable, extravagant system at 
the public expense? 


We propose to shov.- from time to time 


in this column how our present system is 
costing the people of Wj=con?m, already 
beleaguered by taxes, mnhons that are 
thrown away as effectived as if tossed 
into a sewer: and, even worse, we are 
pursuing a course .hat effectn ely pre- 
vents tne presentment of an npportunity 
for higher education to the \oung men 
and uomen of Ih^s state v. ho happen to 
live a distance from Madison. 


We need ar. intelligent and determined 


• bloc in the legislature, above everything 


a thoroughly non-political bloc, men and 
women who have enough gumption and 
intelligence to get out of the rut when 
convinced that our state pol-cy in respect 
to the university is wrong and must be 
altered. 


OUR ALIEN PROBLEM 


One need have little sympathy for_red- 


baiters, one can continue to maintain a 
consistently liberal attitude, yet find him- 
self in agreement with the more reason- 
able among those who propose that im- 
migration restrictions shall be tightened. 
'*• Some of the more rabid proponents of 
stringent regulations go too far, certain]-.', 
Vhen they charge that every or.e of sev- 
en million aliens in this country is a po- 
tential spy , find f enemy. Sines the last 
'war,"particularly,' many an alien who has 


found sanctuary in the United States has 
brought with him an abiding faith in 
democracy and in the worth of American 
institutions. Any social worker will agree 
there sometimes are valid reasons why 
aliens of the best type delay the declara- 
tion of their intent to become citizens 
of the United States. 


But there can be little quarrel with 


the suggestion that self-interest demands 
all aliens within the United States shall 
be registered, or with the renewed sug- 
gestion that alien law-breakers, perhaps 
aliens on relief, shall be deported. Sup- 
port also is found for the proposal that 
President Roosevelt shall be authorized 
to negotiate treaties with all western hem- 
isphere nations to reduce their immigra- 
tion quotas, perhaps by as much as ninety 
per cent. Proposed legislation also would 
place a ban on employment of aliens in 
any capacity by the federal government. 


The proposals supply a yard-stick for 


the measurement 
of liberal attitudes. 


There can be no doubt, however, that 
much of our alien problem, socalled, is the 
consequence of too great liberality. Cer- 
tainly it is our privilege to control as well 
as restrict our alien population. Registra- 
tion is merely the primary step, and cer- 
tainly essential. 


WHERE AN OPPONENT IS A TRAITOR 


When will the Russians become weary 


of the slaughter? When will they tire of 
cringing before and fawning upon their 
terrible rulers? 


It is still considered at Moscow good 


policy to parade in the untidiest clothes 
to be found, to smear one's face with a 
daub here and there, which is a badge 
of virtue. 


No one dares to breathe against the 


authorities. 
An opinion frankly stated 


may be twisted all out of shape, may even 
become a threat before it has gone a 
block, perhaps even a threat to kill. 


''Mum" is the word on the streets of 


Moscow. 


And the constitution? Free speech and 


a free press? 
Has the constitution ever 


walked? Can it even get to its feet? And 
now you have the whole ghastly joke? 
Surely, you may have freedom, talk as 
you like and print what you will, but the 
Ogpu will tell you what is crime, and 
there is no independent court to enforce 
your rights. 


The best opinion of the Russian form 


of government comes from the Russian 
Radek, disciple of Communism and on 
trial for his life. "My only motive," he 
said, "in doing what I have done is be- 
cause there was no other way of fighting 
the Soviet government." 


In all the torrent of useless words this 


mouthpiece of commuism has delivered, 
these words are the jewels. He was a 
comrade of -Stalin and the other rulers. 
He was high in the tribunals of state. 
He -directed the editorial policies of the 
state-owned newspapers and thus he 
represented free speech itself in Russia. 


But to give him the benefit of the 


doubt he had some independent opinions 
of his own. He submitted them to the 


* 
rulers. They were cast aside. 


And that, you see, is the end of things. 


He cannot take his ideas to the public. 
To appeal from the decision of Stalin'is 
that dreadful thing so glibly termed trea- 
son or counter-revolutionary activity. 


So Radek thought of the gun. It was 


the only way out. The freedom he ex- 
pected under Communism was 
denied 


him. 
He was almost prevented from 


thinking. 


Of all the queer animals that have 


trod this earth in thousands of years 
what may be found more repulsive and 
abhorrent than that which either de- 
stroys itself or devours its own offspring? 


There was never any doubt as to the 


final outcome of communism. Of course 
it could make a lot of trouble in the 
world, as it has. But we insist there was 
never any doubt concerning the result. 


Either it will abandon the alleged rules 


it set up at the outset of its career or it 
will be destroyed by its own people. 


The recent Moscow trials are only a 


phase in the work of destruction. Even- 
tually the people must loathe those who 
have slaughtered so many. There comes 
a time when fear becomes disgusted with 
itself and men throw all discretion to the 
v, inds as they grapple with the institution 
that has crushed them for so long.

TJNCONSEDERED FACTORS OF 


THE FLU 


Although the specific cause ot 


"the flu" is not yet determined, 
there is little doubt that it is a 
respiratory infection, for it seems 
certain that the germ or, virus of 
the disease enters and leaves the 
body chiefly by way of the breath- 
ing passages. The infection is con- 
veyed in visible or invisibly fine 
particles or 
droplets of 
mucus, 


moisture or other material discharg- 
ed from nose or mouth when the 
illness is developing and 
at its 


height. Of course, a second person 
may contract the disease by actual 
contact with the patient, but the 
actual mode of infection in the 
great majority of cases of the flu 
or any other respiratory infection 
(cri) is by spray infection, the virus 
or germs being carried in the spray 
given off when the ailing individual 
coughs, sneezes or talks. 


Almost everybody, no matter how 


dumb, knows now that there is 
some risk involved in being spat- 
tered by the spray of an open-face 
sneeze or cough, especially when 
the miscreant is obviously coming 
down with or suffering from a dis- 
temper. And all 
physicians 
and 


health authorities know that there 
is the same risk involved in being 
spattered by the spray of polite con- 
versation with such an individual, 
even tho the conversational spray 
droplets be so fine that one doesn't 
feel them strike the face. Practic- 
ally the only difference between 
the spray of cough or sneeze and 
that of 
conversation is in 
the 


range, the sneeze or cough spray 
carrying ten or twelve feet, the 
conversational two or three 
feet 


rarely more than five feet. 


Unconsidered but, I fear, prolific 


factors in the spread of the flu and 
other 
respiratory infections 
are 


physicians, 
surgeons, 
specialists, 


nurses, teachers, big business exe- 
cutives or large employers, 
who 


choose to remain at work altho 
obviously suffering with what they 
brazenly try to pass off as a "slight 
cold." They do pass it off, all right. 
but unhappily for their victims, i! 
too often proves to be a serious ill- 
ness. 


Courts today are gix-ing judg- 


ments against corporations or com- 
munities 
that 
provide 
polluted 


drinking water or fail to exercise 
due care to protect the municipal 
water from pollution, when victims 
can bring reasonable proof 
that 


they contracted typhoid fever from 
such source. 


It is time that physicians, sur- 


geons, dentists, 
nurses, 
teachers, 


specialists, health commissioners or 
health officers, big business execu- 
tives and employers were compelled 
to recognize the sheer criminality 
of such conduct on their part, and 
nothing impresses that upon the 
transgressor so effectively 
as 
a 


judgment of the court. 


The sheer gall of these offenders 


who peddle their infection so in- 
discriminately is that they know 
damned well they are exposing ev- 
ery one so unlucky as to come 
within their conversational "spray 
range, yet they do not deign to 
wear a suitable mask or keep be- 
hind a suitable screen.

tration suggest a more decentral- 
ized administration of the federal 
income tax and the employment of 
a sufficient field force to make a 
more thorough and accurate deter- 
mination at the first point of con- 
tact with the taxpayer. Because of 
the present practical considerations, 
it is probable that this plan should 
be tried out in one area." 


For the last ten months, in the 


Cleveland area, the treasury has 
been carrying on such a decentrali- 
zation experiment, internal revenue 
agents on the ground being empow- 
ered to settle cases. 
Appeals, of 


course, can go automatically to the 
board of tax appeals and are set 
on the Cleveland calendar of the 
board's regular sessions. 


Questions in Report 


There are many other interesting 


things in the Magill report which 
hive not yet been taken up, though 
they have been carefully studied 
Thus, the report asks, among other 
points, the following questions: 


"Should we eliminate the taxa- 


tion of captital gains on the deduc- 
tion of capital losses in order to se- 
cure a more stable revenue and to 
avoid many complex questions in 
connection with valuations and re- 
organizations7 Should we limit the 
deductions for depreciation and de- 
pletion as has been done in Eng- 
land?" 


Plainly. America is on the way to 


real reform in tax methods and the 
opportunity before Secretary Mor- 
genthau and Undersecretary Magill 
to put the income tax on a more 
productive, as well as a more sat- 
i s f a c t o r y 
administrative, basis

There is sufficient 
material left to make two more 
pies.

An African bull elephant "scent-

over our continent, but the

North American 
elephants 
died 


many centuries before -white men 
first crossed the Atlantic. At pres- 
ent wild elephants are to be found 
only in Africa and »outhern Asia, 
and on certain islands off the coast 
of Asia. 


Africa elephants are the largest 


members of the tribe. Often 
they 


| weigh three or four tons, and some- 
times they weigh six tons or a lit-j 
tie more. If we had huge balance | 
scales and put a six-ton elephant 
on one side we'd need about 75 
men to put on the other side so 
the scales would balance! 


The height of an elephant can be 


told fairly closely by the imprint of j 
one of its fore-feet. A big African] 
elephant is likely to leave a foot- 
print measuring 18 or 20 inches 
across. If this is multiplied by six. 
we get a total of 108 or 120 inches, 
meaning a height of nine or 10 feet. 
This is not an exact method, but it 
takes us close to the truth. When 
we look at an ^elephant in a zoo, 
we may be so much interested in 
the big head, big body and big 


trunk that we do not notice the big 
feet,- but 'they are there just the 
same. Even an Indian elephant has 
feet of very good size. 


A famous • African elephant was 


known as Jumbo. He was kept in a 
London zoo, and also traveled in 
Barnum's circus. His height was 
close to 11 feet. It is hard to tell 
an elephant's height by measuring 
its dead body, but museum ex- 
perts say certain African elephants 
which they have stuffed must have 
stood a little over 11 feet high dur- 
ing life. 


Indian elephants have good-sized 


ears, but 
they do not compare 


with those of an African elephant. 
When a hunter in Africa sees one 
of _the big beasts with its ears flap- 
ped wide, it is a sight indeed. An 
elephant killed in the Sudan had 
ears which were longer than a man 
is tall. One of the ears, a little larg- 
er than the other, was six feet and 
five inches long, and four feet and 
one inch wide! 


Elephants hear very well, and al- 


so have a keen sense of smell. The 
nose and the upper lip are stretch- 
ed out and form the long "trunk." 
Sometimes the trunk is seven cr 
eight feet long. 


From time to time an elephant 


lifts up its trunk to "smell the 
wind." It it scents danger, the smell 
of a man, it gives warning to other 
members of the herd, and usually 
the elephants go on 
the march, 


away from the danger. Sometimes. 
but not always, they march in sin- 
gle file when going through forests. 
Elephants of both Asia and Afri- 
ca are most often found on high- 
lands and mountains. Those of Asia 
like thick forests. But those of Afri- 
ca prefer regions without many 
trees.
